It h.id been 
found since these counts hud been jire- 
suntod by tho grand jury, thut the prose- 
ciition could not jirocecd with llie case, 
owing to the absence of coi lain docniiient- 
ary ovidonco and as ho could not see tho 
advisability of keeping tlie jiiiy wuiting, 
ho thought they should be diachurgoil 
from further attendance and the case 
laid over until the next aasizes. 

Mr. Wilson, for Miniro, said he wnuld 
certainly objecb to hmcIi ,-i couiao being 
adopted, lu the lii:>it ]i)a(;(! it was mifuir 
to keep tlii.s mail in prison for another six 
months. It was true that he had said 
that he would not bo able lo 
go on with tho case, but he 
hud seen his client in the morning and 
had found him in such a st.ate of mind 
that ho would rather be tried than be 
ciiuipclliid to stay in prison .six niontlis 
uiore, ivlirMiei- iiiuocent or guilty. I'er- 
Honally, Mr. Wilson wu« willing In let 
this matter go over, but it was according 
to his client, who had prayed him to do 
all he could to have the trial proceeded 
with at once. Ho felt sura that the jury 
would bo willing to como ou Friday morn- 
ing ruthor than see a mah imprisoned for 
SIX months. 

His lordship aaked if tho fnun was out 
on bail, and thought it unfair to keeii the 
jurymen. Friday would not suit thu 
convenience of tho court and tho aisizos 
would have to be postponed until next 
wook. 



AFTBR IIECES.S. 

The court met agoin at 2 o'clock. Mr. 
Drake, Q. 0., in opening the case for thu 
defense, said that the crown had iiroduced 
evidence to prove that a man had been 
murdered, as claimed in the iiidiutuient, 
and it would be necessary to prove a mur- 
dor before a verdict could be brought in 
on that count. Nothing had beou proved 
that the accused encouraged anyone to 
commit.murderi nor iivas therd any evi- 
dence that Mr. Gardiner's life had been 
threatened brought out by the 
crown, with t)ie exception of a letter 
threatening his life, but it had not been 
proved that tho prisoners either sent the 
letters or signed them. The Chinese 
society is similar to many societies in our 
midst, but who ever heard of their 
being accused "of committing mur- 
ders or any similar crimes. The 
society was in reality a political one, 
having for its object a change in the dy- 
nasty of China. It w.aa also a benevolent 
society, and helped tho poor and unfor- 
tunate members, in some instances paying 
their passage homo. Tliere was not a 
single unlawful act that could bo proved 
against it, or the crown would have done 
so. A great deal of difficulty had been 
experienced in this case by the jury, 
courts and all the lawyers, princiiially on 
account of the dilliculty of tho Chinese 
languago with which ali were uniicijuaint- 
ed. Tho signature attached to the throa'^- 
oiiing letter was not in the least similar 
to that of Lim Sam, as ho could easily 
prove. The learned gcntlomandonaidorcd 
the evidence given by Mr. Gardiner to 
bo vindictive in tlie extreme. Sir. Ourdi- 
nor was almost the only person present 
who was thoroughly conversant with 
the Chinese languago. The translation of 
all tho letters was made by Mr. Gardiner 
who is also prosecutor, and it is quite 
within the bounds of possibility that he 
made tho translations different in somo in- 
stances, than he otherwise would have 
done. Jlr (iardiiicr said the society was 
composed of blackiiiailers, iiiurderera, etc. ; 
he, however, admits he ia not a memlier, 
but gained hia information entirely by 
hearsay, which inlaw has not the slightest 
weight. As for the knives and iron bars 
found in Lum Hip's house, tho evidence 
of Sergeant Shejipard exploded the ido,-i 
that thoy were there to commit murder. 
Such weapons aro found in all tlieir hdii.se.s 
and aro used fur defense, the same as wo 
havo a revolver in the house. Mr. Drake 
said ho would call witnesses to prove the 
good chamcter of Lim Sum, witli whom 
he had dealt for years. 

Chung Way, Yap Wing and Chu Duck 
Fong were then called to prove the hand- 
writing of Lim Sum. 

Chus. D. Robinaon, aworn — -Am clerk 
of tho police court. The depositions 
wore written by mo. Mr. Gardiner ex- 
amined and compared tho writings im ex- 
hibit and- produced; was aunio time ut it; 
ho was not hurried or confused. 

To Mr. Fdl— Oiie case in the court 
lasted until 8 o'clock p. m. ; am not posi- 
tive that this was the case; Mr. Gardiner 
was in the box nearly all day and the 
error he claims occurred near the end of 
the exuiiiinatiun. 

Thos. Euilo — Know jirisoner, Lim Sam ; 
he has always dealt fairly with us; have 
known him five years. 

S. J. Pitts— mvo known Lim Sum for 
about eight years; have alu-iiys found biiii 
very fair and B(|uare in all dealings. 

11. Heiateriuaiiii — Have known Lim 
Sam for twelve years and he has beep my 
tenant ever since; always found him up- 
right and square. He told mo ho belong- 
ed to a Chinese mason society; he general- 
ly pays the rent for the seoioty's hall, 

OlUcer Walker — Searched Lim Sam's 
store and found the dissolution of partner- 
fihip. He was with me. 

Mr. Druko, Q. C, closed the case for 
the defence, and briefly recapitulated the 
ovidonco produced by the proseeution. 

Mr. Cliarles Wilsop, Q, C, dosed the 
cnso for tho prosecution and summed up 
tho case for the crown at some length. 

His lordship charged the jnryatHnmc 
length and reviewed tho evidence after 
which they retired. 

On their return to court tho jury pro 
sented a verdict of "not guilty" and tho 
Iirisoners were discharged. 

The jurors were disinissed from further 
attendance.

City of Pekin, which arrived to'dsy, 
brings the following particulars of the 
loss of the steamer San Pablo: Early' in 
the morning the vessel struck a sunken 
rock north of Turnabout Island. Find- 
ing it impossible to back the ship ofi; 
hor two holds and coal bunkers were liljod 
with water, and there was danger of cap- 
sizing, the pasaongers and crew took to 
the boats and made for Turnabout light- 
houae, whence thoy wore conveyed to 
Shanghai. Hundreds, of Chinosa camo 
oft" to the lost steamer and wore kept 
from boarding her by the use of firearms 
and fire-pumps. Tho steamer soon be- 
came a total wreck owmg to* tho heavy 
soa. 

When tho pirate junks surrounded tho 
atranded steamer tho situation wus a dos- 
porato one. Capt. Reed saw that tho 
lives of his men were lost if , the Ohhie.sv» 
once reached the deck. Heading a party 
of men himself, he prepared to light them 
as they came up the sides. While tho men 
mustered hi a hurry, tho Chinese crow 
was rushed below and locked up with tho 
Chinese in the steerage. The whites were 
armed with ovorytliing in the shape of a 
weapon that cume liandy, and then the 
8truggl(3 connuenced. For a time a gen- 
eral f usilado was maintained by the ship's 
crow. The pirates responded to tlie ship's 
fire, but not efl'ectively. Ouco or twice . 
they boarded the ship only to bo driven 
back by the whites, who, in repelling the 
assaults, called the ship'.s ptinip.s to their 
assistance. A trenieiidoub streaui of wat,;r 
wus thrown through the single hose und 
tho M'ouId-be looters were swept back into 
their junks. After tho steamer had beou 
abandoned she was boarded by the pirates 
and set on fire and bumod to the water's

The farewell baiuiuot to tlio (Jovenior- 
(leneral on tho evening of tho loth in- 
stant at tho Russell House, Ottawa, was 
one of tho most niagniticent successes 
over held in that city. The Mayor' pro- 
sided, having His'Eiccellendy immediately 
ou.his.right and Sir ' John' Maedoiaald on 
his left. Til.- Cabinet was largely repre- 
8ented,''as wa^ the Houso generally, Hon. 
Wilfrid Laurier, loader of the Opposi- 
tion, and Sir Richard Cartwright, occupy- 
ing prominent positions. A moro bril- 
liant company was never before seen gath- 
ered together around the social board in 
Canada. Tho spoeeli of tho evening, 
was, of cdur.se, that of tho gue.st, who 
made a lengthy address, which, so far as 
wo can judge from the newspaper rejjorts 
of it, must have been as able as eloquent. 
We cannot do moro this morning than 
[ireseut our readers with his concluding 
remarks, which presented in brief metre 
>» truly poetic picture of his feelings tow- 
ards Canada during Llio years ho baa acted 
as the Queen's reprosontativo : 

Mr. Mayor, 1 will close what 1 have to 
say with a confession. I spent throe 
quarteirs of an hour last night in endeav 
oring to coiniiose a peroration for this 
speech, but 1 could not hit upon .anything 
([uito to niy liking. 1 have often noticed 
that a .speakur will make you a speech 
tranaparoiit in its sincerity and duvoid of 
alTeclation until he arrives at his conclud 
ing passage. 1 felt that to-night anything 
of a conventional kind would jar with my 
own feelings to siich an extent that I con- 
signed my peroration to the tire-place, 
where it ended, us most pororationa do, 
in smoke. (Laughter and applause.) 
Under these distressing circunist;incos, 1 
am going to ask your pormiasion to read 
to you in lieu of a peroration ouo or two 
seiiLences from a document discovered at 
Government House in un apartment which 
will, 1 understand, shortly be occupied by 
Lord Stanley of Preston. It is evidently 
a fraguiont or a series of fragiuoiita of a 
diary, and yon may Ijoablo to aid mo with 
a conjecluro as to the aiitlKirship. Tho 
Brst entry is ilated towards the close of 

1883. It runs a.s f..UiiW3 : " In for five 
yeai'S of expatriation ; almost wish 1 liati 
stuck to North Wikshirc; must make the 
bestbf it." (Laughter.) TJioucxtuntry is in 

1884. ''We aro making tho best of it, aiul 
tind it vory far from unpleasant; the 
live years will pass (|uickly." Tbon 
ci.mes a note in tho following year: 
"Time p.is.sos very quickly and pleasant- 
ly. 1 take back what 1 wioLe about ex- 
patriation." (Loud laughter.) After 
this comes tho following in 1886: "Time 
positively Hying; we are beginning to fool 
(juito at liomo here; nut (piito sure that 
wu shall not havo to make it six years in- 
stead of tivo." (Rcnowed langliter.) 
Then, sir, there conies in 1887 an (iutry 
occasioned evidently by some event which 
exercised a very great efi'ect on the iiiiiid 
of the writer: "Thoio Canadians are 
splendid follows, and havo stood by us 
nobly. Wo have quite made up our 
minds tu make it six ye.ars." (Great ap- 
plause.) Last of all comes an entry writ- 
ten in rather shaky characters and run- 
ning thus: "Why could not D. remain 
where he was i It goes to our heart to 
leave this country and its kind-benrtod 
people. 1 trust they will remember us— 
wo shall not forgot them — while we live." 
And, Mr. JIayor, take my word for it, we 
shall not. (Tremendous cheers. ) 

Sir John Maodonald, Sir Hector Lange- 
vin, Hon. Wilfrid Laurier and Sir Rich- 
ard Cartwright sjioke in reply to the 
toast (if the "Queen's Privy Council in 
Canada." .SuliseiiuonLly His ICxeolleiicy 
and Lady Ijansdowne hoUt a reooption in 
the largo drawing room, which was at- 
tended by tho youth and beauty of tho 
Capital. Lord and Lunsdowne deserved 
well the tribute paid them by the citizens 
of Ottawa, which was made, too, to take 
a largely Canadian hue from tho fact that 
the representatives of the people from 
the Atlantic to tho Pacific should in it. 
We can quite believe that the feelings of 
those who were privileged to do honor to 
one who has endeared hiiiiHulf to alj 
classes and creoda in this broad Duminion, 
and whose life has been graced by a .sweet 
ladj' who lia.s done so much in her ex- 
alted position tu set a good example to 
the women of Canudu, could bo summed 
n[) in the words "jf the Scottish song: — 
" lli'llcr lo'ud yo cdTiim lie, 
Will yu iwi coiik; liac;k aKuin ?"

To THE Editor: As a rule, what the 
Indians believe or say is tho result of 
what they have been taught, their tutors 
being, in the main luissiunarieB or pro- 
fessional preachers. Thet-e are answer- 
able for tho teaching and the practicos 
resulting therefrpm.. Missionaries are 
BoirVjints jhirecE and paid to - do. certain 
things fur certain societies — in the ca.'ie 
of the Wesleyans to make Wesloyaiis, in 
the case of the Church of England to 
make ohurchnion, in fact they are agents 
sent out to make proselytes, and with 
this view lo tame natund man. Tl 
societies who send out those missionaries 
are supported by public subscription i, 
and so they may be said to be servants of 
the public, and in British Columbia ser- 
vants of the British, for British purposes, 
whether civil or religious.' Their time 
and labor belong to tlio.so who i>ay thei 
but it is found that Uioy u.se both fi r 
trading uii their own lu'ivalo acciiuiit 
make tlienisolvea profit thereby. Take 
Mr. Green, a Wesloyan misaioiiary and 
rtre-eater, both civil and religious, as on 
example. The Indians have been ui 
couraged to believe that British Columbia 
boilings to thuiu until it has been pur- 
chased from thoiii; .sue<iiidl3', that if tluy 
allow government agents to bo placed 
amonu- tiiom on their reserves, tlujy will 
bo dogiadod and virtually be deprived 
of tiieir liberty ami self eoiitrnl. A]i- 
pareiitly this teaching has iui object, viz., 
that tlie Indians (body iind soul) may l e 
kept under the sole control and gov- 
'ie^pgKfgf .the raiasioriairies.;— for i i c I 
and mammon — for religion and trad in;;. 
In fact the Indians north now aro vir- 
tually tho slaves of the iiii.s.sion.'iries, and 
of course the latter w ish to keep tlioiii sn. 
They want to be the "eliief.s." NVith tlii-i 
end in view their idea va to keep them i.so- 
latod from outside intorfoi'onco and par- 
ticularly from contact with white men, 
and, above all, friuii other tradera, whether 
in goods or religion. Tho missionaries, 
true to their instincts, see that when li/- 
diaii agents of good character and stand- 
ing, are placed among the Indians, their 
(tho missionaries) exclusive power and 
authority in civil and legal niattijrs will be 
diminished and tho Indians will indeed be 
free, as well civilly as religiously. They will 
esiiape from a theocracy and the house of 
Levi and the sons of Eli, to a constitu- 
tional government. At present the mis- 
sionaries call councils, at v.hicli tho mis- 
sionaries preside and direct the nature of 
the proceedings. Under Indian agent. s 
they,.a8 by law established, elect muiii- 
cigal-.opuncilmdn of their own for village 
purgngeg, the subjects for their consider.i- 
' tion a'lMl' actioa being a written and de- 
fined municipal law. The Indian agont 
does not preside at these councils, but it 
is his duty to explain tho laws and to ussi.st 
them to understand what ni.iy be difficult 
to thom. Judging from the florid accounts 
of missionaries, they must be now tit for 
this purpose, although in days gone 
by thb contrary may have been 
the case.' Under the law of Canada 
the Indians are free men, may enjoy the 
privik'Kes of white men with three excep- 
tions, viz. : thoj' do not pay any direct 
taxes to the state; they are not allowed to 
take, use, give or have in their pussessioti 
any spirits or spirituous liquors; and they 
cannot vote at tho elections of menilior.s 
of the legislature; this latter, however, is 
only true of the majority, for some have 
Ypws. for this purpose. They can pro- 
Snipt land by applying to the government ; 
they can purchase land and hold it in the 
same manner as white men, in fact thoy 
can do almost anything a white man is 
allowed to do I They are all equal before 
the law, but this is not harshly ineted out 
in the case of Indians. The In- 
dians are well off. They are able 
to do work. They earn from one to 
two dollars per day, and by their labor 
are well, too well clothed, well housed 
and have learned civilized necessities and 
luxuries. Thoy, in some eases, pay two 
or three hundred dollars for marble 
monuments to their dead relatives, furn- 
ish their homos with manufactured furni- 
ture, crockery and so forth. In fact they 
are as well off as most jieoplo and sup- 
port themselves — barter and trade— a 
good deal of the latter enjoyed by 
missionaries. There cm bo no doubt 
that the policy of the government 
is intended to, and will benetit the itboi-i(j- 
■ines— and undergoes alter.itions as the 
natives advance — but the missionaries set 
their- faces cigainst the policy of tho gov- 
eoiintttt, because they fancy it does not 
suit their purposes; and hence their op- 
position to Indian agents. Nearly the 
whole trouble in the north ari.ses ebiuHy 
from the desire and the intention of the 
xnisBionaries to keep the Indians under 
their subjection, in opposition to govern - 
liieiital freedom. The question now is 
. ^most narrowed to one — the law of the 
laud"" rmws the law of the 
missionaries — freedom under the law 
or serfdom under tho mia3ionarie.s. 
To attempt to make this troul)le ajjpear 
by sectarian people a religious trouble is 
only throwing dust in people's eyes. No 
doubt s.eotariaa differeuces do exist i^mong 
th$L-. Indians. Is it not the same with 
white men, and do not the latter consider 
religious freedom one of the brightest of 
their privileges / It is Protestantism. In 
conclusion, let ino sincerely say that, mis- 
sionaries have done a great deal of good, 
and that the various proselytizing .sneieties 
have done much good in sending them, 
although the societies and subscribers have 
been sometimes considerably shnckod. 
The time, however, has come when law, 
freedom and order must be extended to 
all in British Columbia.

A prominent contractor yesterday 
stated that there was a groat deal of pres- 
ent and prospective wm'k in N'ictoria at 
the present time. Last year he had ten- 
dered on but few contracts, for the rea- 
son that there were a class of contractors 
in the field that are not hero to-day, who 
took work at such prices that thoy wero 
forced to leave suddenly for pastures new. 
Contractors that tendered on a legitimate 
basis got tired of figuring against these 
men, for often there would be adili'ereiice 
of 32,000 in a S(i,000 building. Tho re- 
sult was poor work, and material men 
and wcu'knien in the end would have to 
contribute considerable towards tho cost 
of the building through non-payment for 
supplies and wages. The owner of the 
building was the only one benefited. 
Happily the stay of these unwise and 
necessarily dishonest tenderers for work 
was of short duration. This year jjrices 
for work are fair, and as a result there will 
be better buildings erected and more per- 
manence in the stay of contractors. The 
other day, on a ?7,000 residence, there 
was but a difference of $50 in the various 
tenders, a ve^, satisfactory showing. 
AH concerned will feel the benefit of this 
sounder state of business in the building 
trade.
